WHY COAL IS WASHED. 


The purpose of washing coal is to 


free it as nearly as possible of all 
matter that reduces its heating ca- 
pacity or has n detrimental 
effect 


upon the metal produced with such 
coal or with coke made from such 
coal. 


Tho impurities of coal are of two 


kinds, such as are chemically pas- 
sive, but which do not produce heat, 
but on the contrary, absorb heat and 
clog tho openings in the grates by 
forming ashes and cliiitcrs; 
they 


must bo repeatedly handled, shipped 
and freight paid for them and they 
aro a burden all around. 


The other kind of impurities are 


chiefly iron pyrites, an ore composed 
of iron and sulphur, containing as 
much as 53 per cent, of tho latter 
element. There occurs also frequent- 
ly some phosphorus, which remains 
in the ashes. The sulphur and phos- 
phorus 
are both injurious 
to the 


quality of iron produced in a blast 
furnace., and for 
this reason it is 


very important that coal or coke for 
blast 
furnace use shall be as free 


from these two elements as possible. 
The phosphorus occurs in the ash 
producing matter, and remains there 
unless it is given an opportunity to 
chemically combine with iron, lime 
or other matter for which it has an 
affinity. 


The value of furnace coke is based, 


apart from general chemical reason, 
upon its degree of purity from ashes, 
sulphur and phosphorus. 


The effect of 
sulphur and phos- 


phorus is to make iron brittle. 
Iron 


containing these elements in excess 
of certain limits is unfit for all pur- 
poses in which strength is an im- 
portant requirement. 


There is economy in purifying in- 


ferior coal, even for ordinary heat- 
ing purposes, for not only are ashes 
an impediment to the rational use of 
fuel, but the sulphur of the pyrites 
emits fumes which eagerly combines 
with what moisture there is in the 
coal 
and 
from 
sulphurous acid, 


which exerts n destructive influence 
upon all iron, as boiler shells, tubes, 
breechings and 
slack 
that 
it 


touches. 


For blacksmith 
purposes, 
also, 


washed coal is far superior to coal in 
its natural state, because tho tend- 
ency to form clinkers is very much 
reduced by the process of washing. 


Lump coal is much purer than nut 


coal and slack. 
XTntil about fifteen 


years ago slack had barely any 
value in the Toughlogheny region, 
on account of its large proportion of 
impurities. 
Consumers did not want 


it, and it could be shipped only by 
rail, which was too expensive; it be- 
came a burden at many of the mines 
and anybody could have had it who 
cared to take it. 
Yet that 
same 


slack, when properly washed, pro- 
duces a coke equal to any of the Con- 
nellsville region. 
At some of the 


Monongahela mines slack was sold 
in large lots at the tipple at 10 cents 
per ton.

Coffee was first discovered in tho 


sixth century by an Arabian shep- 
herd, who having observed the ;. 
of his flock skip about aud display 
other signs of intoxication after cat- 
ing the coffee berry, concluded to try 
its effects 011 himself, aud thus dis- 
covered its exhilarating property. 


This discovery 
proved the poor 


shepherd's undoing, 
for he indis- 


criminately used large quantities, 
green, for its exhilarating effect, and 
soon died, poisoned by its use. 


In the sixteenth century, it was in- 


troduced into France, aud was used 
so strong and excessively, purlieu- 


found to injure alike the complex- 
ion and digestion. 
This discovery 


prevented its* general introduction 
into other European countries for the 
next century. 


Since that period, its growth has 


gradually spread through the civi- 
lized world, 
despite the fact that 


pain and destruction follow its path,

Joseph Williams were highway rob- 
bers. 


1'n the succinct legal phrases the 


complaint says that the men formed 
n partnership for the purpose of car- 
rying- on business as highwaymen. 
It was mighty profitable, ns was 
shown by the fact that Everit sued 
Williams for the equivalent of ,f;5,- 
000, "being for moneys wrongfully 
appropriated to defendant's private 
purse." 


This was the 
amount in dispute 


after the partnership hnd lasted only 
n yenr. Thou Everit claimed thnt he 
discovered that his partner hnd not 
made a fair division of the spoils. 


The action was adjudged to be

gross contempt of court, and 
the 


plaintiff 
was 
ordered to pay all 


costs, while the solicitors who served 
the writ were fined $250 each. One

Wrenthcock, refused to pay the fine 
and 
was sent 
to prison 
for six 


months.

hanged—one at Tyburn and the other 
at Maidstone.
